In National Competition

Santa Ana College was one of only six colleges in the 
nation to be awarded the George Washington medal and 
$100 award from the Freedoms Foundation of Valley 
Forge in observance of the 1958 Bill of Rights Week. 

The presentation of the Freedom Foundation award 
was made yesterday, after being announced in national 


fashion on George Washington’s 
birthday last Monday at Valley 
Forge. 

The SAC contribution was judg- 
ed “an outstanding achievement 
in helping to bring about a better 
understanding of the American 
Way of Life during 1959.” 

The college was among award- 
ees in the annual $100,000 Nation- 
al and School Awards Program. 
The object of the program is to 
“honor citizens, regardless of race, 
crede or economic status, for out- 
standing efforts to improve public 
understanding and appreciation of 
the basic constitutional rights and 
freedoms inherent in the American 
Way of Life, through the things 
they write, do or say.”

The group was chaired by 
Bill Lives of Fullerton Junior-Col- 
lege while Dean Ivan Malm of 
FJC was faculty adviser. The EC 
previously had been a bi-constitu- 
tional group and will now function 
under newly revised laws. 


Student Orientation 


A total of eight recommenda- 
tions were presented to the group 
and of the eight, seven were pass- 
ed and will now be discussed for 
use at each of the _ individual 
schools. Only a recommendation 
that more emphasis in new student 
orientation come from school or- 
ganizations rather ‘than orienta- 
tion classes was defeated. 


Among recommendations passed 
was one introduced by Riverside 
City College suggesting that the 
conference appoint a Radio Re- 
lations Commissioner to be re- 
sponsible for seeing that an _ at- 
tempt be made to publicize EC 
activities by means of _ radio 
throughout Southern California. 


Recommendations Made 


Other recommendations includ- 
ed that no limitation should be 
placed on candidates being able to 
run for office or taking office be- 
cause they have attended a junior 
college more than four semesters; 
that all schools sponsor a dance or 
social function specifically for the 
purpose of acquainting new stu- 
dents with the school; and that 
exchange ‘rallies be encouraged 
between EC schools. 


A recommendation 
the song and yell leaders was 
made by Orange Coast stating 
that candidates and appointees be 
carrying at least 12 units exclusive 
of P.E. and hold a 2.0 GPA per 
semester, and be a holder of stu- 
dent body card. 


This was the third time in the 
history of the ECSGA conference 
that the meeting was held at 
Santa Ana College.
